rection, taking the specie with them. 


THE Washington correspondent of the 


New York Tribune speaking of the persons 
implicated in the assassination of the Pres- 
ident, >ays :—" The first feeling which the 
visitor experiences on entering the .room 
is one of amazement at the conspicusus 
meanness, coarseness and vulgarity of the 
prisoners. There ig not one of them per- 
haps, excepting Mudd and Mrs. Surratt, 
who lias sufficient character to enter into 
any such a conspiracy, • from any motive 
less base than money. None of the rest 
have apparently enough personal indepen- 
dence and moral purpose, for even treason 
to fasten energetically upon, and Payne is 
obviously one of those brutes at large who 
would just as readily have andertaken to 
kill .Davis as Seward if he had been hired 
fur that job.'_' 


JEFFERSON Davis was barn in Christian 


county, Kentucky, June 3, 1808, and is 
now nearly 57 years of age. He graduat- 
ed at West Point in 1828. He resigned 
from the army in 1835, being the,n a let 
Lieutenant of dragoons. He fesigucd his 
seat in the. house, of representatives in 
1846, to take command of the Mississippi 
regiment in the Mexican war. He was 
appointed secretary of war in 1853, and 
left that office when Buchanan became 
president, and was returned to the senate. 
His career as Sec'y .of War was distinguish- 
ed by a revision of the army regulations ; 
the introduction -of tho light infantry or 
rifle system of tactics ; the use of the Min- 
nie ball; of riflcd: guns; tho introduction 
of camels ; augmentation of the army, &c. 


-i Admiral" Semmes, of the late " Con- 


federate navy,:' together with Captain 
Dunnington, who commanded tho so-call- 
ed Confederate James River Squadron, al- 
so a number of other rebel navy officials, 
are roaming .about in the South, seeking 
an opportunity to escape through some 
obscure and unguarded port.

be considered ; we are to take hitoaeeoiin 
our own reputation as a Christian peopl* 
the wishes of our best friends abroad, anc 
the humane instincts of the age, whicl 
forbid all unnecessary severity. Happili 
we are not called upon to take counsel o 
our fears. Rabbinical writers tell us tha 
evil spirits who are once baffled in a con 
test with human beings lose from thence 
forth all power of further mischief. The 
defeated rebels are in the precise condition 
of these Jewish demons. Deprived o 
slavery, they are wa5ps who have lost their 
stings. 


" As respects the misguided masses o 


the South, the shattered and crippled rem 
nants of the ..armies of treason, the deso- 
late wives, mothers and children mourning 
for dear ones who have fallen in a vain 
and hopeless struggle, it seems to mo our 
duty is very plain. 
We must forgive 


their psst treason and wnlcome and en 
courage their returning loyalty. Xone 
but cowards will insult'and'taunt the tie 
feated and defenseless. 
We must feec 


and clothe the destitue, instruct tho igno 
rant, and, bearing patiently with the 
bitterness and prejudices

On arriving at Johnston's head- 
quarters, and learning of the terns of the 
convention between Sherman »nd John- 
ston, and hoping he would be allowed to 
leave the country, he altered bur mind and 
remained at Charlotte. It was frequently 
remarked that it was dangerous for him to 
do ao ; but he invariably replied that be 
had too many friends and knew the coun- 
try too well, to be caught by any of the 
forces in the Yankee army. 


Jeff. Davis remained at Charlotte until 


12 o'clock on the day that the armistice ex- 
pired.

- He immediately replied that 
he had three duties to consider: First of 
all, that'wliich he owed to the officers and 
soldiers under his command; second, that 
which' was due to the country, composed 
of the families of those brave men; and 
lastly, which was now the most inferior of 
all, that which he owed to his superiors in 
command.

The Great Pageant.

RICHMOND, May 11. 


To-day was the passage of the Army o 


Georgia through the city. First, come 
the Fourteenth Army Corps, Major Gener 
al Jeff. C. Davis, with its divisions in re- 
verse order, third division in front. Th 
route through the city was the same pur 
sued by the Army of the Potomac on Sat- 
urday, except substituting Grace street fo 
Franklin. After the passage of the Four 
teenth Corps came the Twentieth Corps 
under Major General O. A. Mower, th 
two corps constituting Sherman's left wini 
known as the Army of Georgia, and com 
manded by Major General H. W. Slocum 
There were many noticeable features con 
nectcd with the spectacle, and among th 
most prominent were the pack animals anc 
their attendants, Sherman's famous "bum 
mers." Each brigade was followed by a 
host of these nondescripts. Horses, mules 
donkeys, oxen, cows, each laden with bulk 
packs, of all imaginable shapes, colon ani 
sizes. Some of the horses the nimble 
diminutive things known as the Florida 
horse; others of them large, stalwart, sin 
ewy, and all of them unmistakably 
th 


product of the great march through fou 
states. 


Another prominent feature was th 


magnificent marching. 
Never did a bodi 


of men keep better step; even after the' 
had been on the march for hours, the rank* 
were dressed as if for a gala day parade 
The Twentieth corps was especially notice 
able in this respect. No man ever looked 
upon better marching. Its last platoo 
was as perfect in its formation as the firsl 
There were no stragglers anywhere, anc 
as a rebel officer remarked, who lookec 
lugubriously upon them from the sidewalk 
"They are soldiers, they will fight; they 
look like it. In this magnificant eorpe 
the three great States .of the Union, New 
York, Pennsylvania, and Ohio have large 
representations, numerous regiment* whici 
have done them honor in many battles am 
on many marches. Another feature o 
the occasion, and a strange one, was th 
utter absence of anything like reception 
ceremonies by the military authorities 
On the Manchester side of the river one 
division of the Twenty-fourth corps was 
drawn up to receive them, but in Rich 
mond nothing more was done than to sta 
tion a cavalry guard at the intersection o 
the streets, to keep the line of march clear 
It had been intended by General Hallack 
to review the troops of General Sherman 
merely as an act of courtesy, and he woulc 
have been attended by Gen. Ord and oth 
er officers. A fine standing place hai 
been prepared on the Grace street front o 
the City Hall, handsomely draped with 
flags. But it all came to nought. Gen 
Sherman objected to the reviewing of his 
corps by Gen. Hallack, and, it is said, de- 
clared if he could avoid it in no other way 
he. would march around the city instead o 
through it. Gen. Hallack waived the 
point, and the troops marched through 
without a military recognition of their 
presence. Tho circumstance is notewor 
thy to this extent, that it proves there b 
htte love between the two major-generals 
of the United States army.
